Votes Rated Tossup 


WASHINGTON (AP) - N either 


Richard

Nixon 
nor John

Kennedy 
now 
has 
a 
substantial 
lead in the race for president. E x ­ 
perts rate the states with the big 
votes as tossups. 


At this stage, Nixon, the R e­ 
publican 
candidate, 
apparently 
has m ore electoral votes in his 
pocket than Kennedy, the D em o­ 
cratic candidate. 


But Nixon's lead is sh’m and his 
total far from a m ajority. 
These are the conclusions that 
em erge from a survey of 50 states 
just com pleted by The A ssociated 
Press. 


To create its im age of the elec­ 
tion battle, the AP culled observa­

from

Various polls 
also w ere taken into account. 


The survey showed that Nixon 
seem s to be leading in 22 states 
with 161 electoral votes. Kennedy 
seem s to be leading in 14 states 
with 123 votes. 


The difference is only 38 votes, 
and neither m an com es within 100 
votes of the 269 votes needed to 
win the presidency.

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Folding Partition Conveniently 


Adapted to Modern-Day Living

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Folding partitions are growing 
steadily in popu larity becau se they 
are an important tool for the home 
designer, as well as an important 
space sav er for the home owrer. 
Becau se of its flex ibility and its 
space-sav ing 
characteristics, 
the 
folding partition is conv eniently ad­ 
apted to modern day liv ing. It en­ 
ables certain rooms to be u sed 
for more than one fu nction, thereby 
redu cing the cast of the hou se. 
A folding partition is a wall or 
a large por’ion of a wall between 
two rooms or spaces which can be 
almost completely opened u p by ' 
hav ing sections of it fold u p against 
each other. 
The 
partition mov es 
along 
a 
track, u su ally at the top, to one 
side or another, or both. A seg­ 
ment of a folding partition also 
can be u sed as a su bstitu te for 
doors or closet fronts. 
Many Varieties 
There are more than 25 v arieties 
of folding partitions on the market 
and they can be div ided into three 
basic ty pes. 
A 
popu lar 
ty pe 
and 
perhaps 
heading the list is the accordion 
partition. It is constru cted of light 
steel frames, which are in the 
shape of an “X,” fastened together 
and performing in scissors-like fa­ 
shion, The frame is cov ered with 
a v iny l fabric which comes in an 
ex tensiv e range of colors and ex - 
tu res. 
Another ty pe is made u p of wood 
sla's, abou t six inches wide, which 
fold together so that only the ends 
of the slats are showing when -he 
partition is completely open. 
When this partition is closed, it 
looks like a flu sh wall of wood 
with v ertical joints and closely re­ 
sembles wood siding. Nearly any 
kind of wood cou ld be specified for 
this ty pe of folding partition in 
order to fit an interior decor. 
New Ty pe Av ailable 
Recently introdu ced is a fairly 
new ty pe of folding partition, made 
of composition board or ply wood 
in sections from 12 inches to 16 
inches wide. These panels may be 
painted, cov ered wi h a fabric or 
left in their natu ral color. 
An u nu su al effect can be obtain­ 
ed by painting the v ertical panels 
in different colors or in different 
shades of a single color. Thu s ty pe 
of folding parti’ion is particu larly 
well adapted to large closet fronts 
In this case, the panels ex tend 
from floor to ceiling and, when 
ciased, appear to be a paneled 
wall. 
Samu el Pau l, a prominent New 
York 
architect, 
frequ ently 
u ses 
folding partitions in his residential 
designs and feels they can become

Pau l say s: 
"The activ ities in today ’s hou se 
are more v aried and complex than 
ev er before. Instead of div iding 
the hou se into a series of separate 
rooms for each activ ity , the open 
plan has ev olv ed whereby spaces 
flow together, giv ing an effect of 
largeness and erasing any feeling 
of confinement. 
Priv acy Is Created 
"Howev er, there are occasions 
when it is desirable to close u p 
some of these spaces for the pu r­ 
pose of priv acy . Yet to hav e the 
spaces permanently closed wou ld 
create a tight and inflex ible plan. 
Here is where the folding partition 
serv es a v ery su bstantial pu rpose." 
There are any nu mber of u ses 
to which folding partitions may be 
pu t. Pau l lists the following as 
some of their major u ses: 
A dining room, which may merge 
with the liv ing room, cou ld be 
closed off for short periods when 
dishes are being remov ed or the 
table is being set. 
In the case of a den or a tele­ 
v ision room adjacent to the liv ing 
loom, a whole wall may be opened 
u p 
for 
entertainment 
pu rposes. 
Closed, it enables the family to 
look at telev ision withou t in erfer- 
ng with liv ing room activ ities. 
One of the most conv enient spots 
for the folding partition perhaps is 
between the family room and its 
adjacent spaces, whether they be 
the kitchen, the liv ing room or the 
foy er. 
Opened fo r Yo ung ster« 
When the teen-agers are enter, 
taining in this area, it is desirable 
to hav e it closed off. Bu t when 
the y ou nger children are play ing 
here, it shou ld be opened for fu ll 
v iew so that su perv ision is made 
easy . 


An ideal arrangement perhaps 
for the folding partition is its u se 
as a closet front. In this way , it 
not only conserv es space bu t it 
aiso giv es complete access to the 
closet. 
Used as a closet front, a folding 
partition can conv eniently ex tend 
from floor to ceiling and from 
door jamb to door jamb, thereby 
sav ing a great deal of the u su al 
framing. 
‘Althou gh the folding partition 
is a s ep forward towards a more 
f'ex ible design," Pau l say s, "it is 
anticipated that we will adv ance 
ev en fu rther in that direction. In 
addition to spaces being opened u p 
to each other, par’itions will be 
mov able as well as folding—there- 
by adju sting the sizes of all rooms 
to one’s particu lar needs.’’

sawdu st. If that assu mption is cor­ 
rect, the sawdu st may hav e re­ 
su lted from the work of carpenter 
ants. Unlike termites, they don’t 
consu me the wood bu t bore in o 
it, leav ing the sawdu st ou tside. 
Ex amine the porch su pport v ery 
closely and see whether there are 
tiny , slit-like holes in it. If there 
are, better get an ex terminator 
qu ickly .
